The total benevolent contribu­ 
tions ta r the year from all churches 
la the conference w as 6124,406.66, 
or 67000 more than w as apportion­ 
ed. The largest church ta th e con­ 
ference la the F irst «f Loa Ange­ 
les, w ith 1860 members,

followed by Long, Beach w ith 1470 
members. Thirty-five churches hays 
a membership of 200 or more.

Two of the three Bremen flyers, it has just been 
announced, were prisoners of war in enemy coun­ 
tries during the world conflict.

prisoner in a French prison camp.

But It 
no doubt occurred to many of hts 
auditors that trial by newspaper, 
Judged in the light of results, could 
hardly be any more subversive 
than trial by Judge and Jury In 
the more 
conventional 
fashion. 
Certainly some newspapers con­ 
duct their trials better than some 
courts do. 
There are certain legal fictions, 
traditions, precedents, which ' are 
permitted to assume before th* 
courts an Importance which or­ 
dinary good sense could never ac­ 
cord them.

NO SATURATION POINT 


There is a saturation point in everything exoept one. 
And that Is education. 
A man cannot know too much cr have a too wen trained mind, 
any more than he eau have too much health or be too good. 
The meat business and the cracker business can get Just 
about so big. But you can’t expand the human stomach. When 
it gets full it can’t get any fuller. Hence there Is a limit 
Tou can raise enough wheat to feed all the people, but when 
they ar* all fed you can’t sell any more wheat 
I suppose when there are enough automobiles to carry every­ 
body where they want to go, th* automobile business win reach Its 
saturation point 
After that point the only thing, according to many people, Is 
export trade abroad. 
But America has another outlet It simply Increases th* wants 
cf Its own people so that they want better supplies and more of 
them. 
Some have often doubted the advisability of educating every­ 
body. They assume that there must be a mass of Ignorance or the 
country will not get along well. 
America's experience has shown that the more the lower 
classes of America are educated the more they cease to he lower 
classes; their wants multiply and their powers of consumption in­ 
crease, therefore, the best outlet for additional consumption of 
goods over the saturation point Is a more Intelligent population. 
Education Is the one thing in which there Is no saturation 
point. Thw cannot have a population too well educated. Their 
éducation makes them better workmen and better laborers. They 
will ho worth more money and with the additional money they 
eats they WHI increase the consuming power of the country. 
The business of creating school therefore, and employing 
teachers, and braining children la one that cannot be pushed too 
for. It Increases and makes prosperous fit* affairs of those who 
support them. 
Th* more education we have th* sounder Is our democracy, 
for while a monarchy or an oligarchy may depend upon a founda­ 
tion of ignorance, the more tatolMgmN a democracy Is the finer 
it will ben'
